It 
was 6 o'clock, nearly four hours 
after she was first sighted by the 
eagerly waiting inhabitants of 
Pulham and the surrounding vil- 
lages when she finally landed. 

‘She is an excellent ship and 
will make the North Pele,” de- 
clared Lieut. RfYiser-Larsen, the 
second in command, as he stood 
by the great aircraft just after she 
had been towed into her hangar 
here tonight. lLieut. Riliser-Lar- 
sen was full of confidence in the 
Norge’s strength and endurance 
after the severe tests she had just 
had. 

He described the trip from 
Rome to Pulham as without inci- 
dent except for the difficulty in 
landing at the Pulham eirdrome.

With the problem so squarely before us, and the odds so 

‘ Overwhelmingly against us, we continued with our task. One 
form of political punishment—a ‘club held over the heads of 

honest policemen by dishonest politicians—was early abolished. 

This, in the vernacular of the police, was known as being “ex- 


fled to Siberia.” 
Tt was an effective weapon. It 
‘was widely used. Whenever a 
policeman persisted in doing real 
police work, and refused to obey 
the mandates of the politicians en- 
gaged in reaping a golden harvest 
from vice and crime, the policeman 
was immediately transferred to «4 
post in an outlying district, as far 
as possible from his home. 
us, an honest policeman would 
be “exiled” to a post an hour or 
more from his home, so that he 
would be required to spend two or 
three hours daily in travel, neces- 
garily reducing his free hours. 


TRICK ELAMINATED 

This political trick was elim!- 
nated as a menace and a threat by 
an order that no policeman was 
to be transferred, with or without 
cause, unless the transfer was ap- 

proved by the director. 
A policeman could now feel safe 
im carrying out the orders of his 
rior officers, without fear of 
the tre of the politicians. —

TRANSFER MADE 


District detectitves—policemen ifn 
nm clothes attached to each dis- 
ct—were temporarily abolished 
and quickly replaced oy new men 
wnder a new system. n 
these district detectives had 
attained these positions by virtue of 
“their political connections; they re- 
tatned these positions for 
years and, because of their know!- 
of conditions, and their 
authority, became important fac- 
tors tn the vice circles and usually 
eerved as the “collectors” for their 
eriors and the politicians who 
eontrolied them. 
The new plan was one of rotation 
im office, with policemen serving as 
Gistrict detectives for two week 
intervals, so that they!Weuld not 
become too well known. They 
were changed about before they 
eouldé be fully corrupted. 
The detective bureau was reor- 
ized, and new officials placed 
mn charge. Men, who, because of 
their influence, had been per- 
mitted to -loaf, only reporting ir- 
regularly, and, “on the side, - 
ing engaged fn private business 
ventures, were put to w 
Transfer and demotion of police 
—- and policemen found to 
disloyal, dishonest or ineffi- 
Pient, continuwed, as the results 
and lack of resulte in the different 
police districts, quickly showed. 


HAD TOY PISTOIS 

Drives centinued. The war 
@rooks was intensified. 

On one aeurprise tour of the city 
I learned why bandits had always 
emerged veitorious in piste] duels 
with policemen. 

I walked into a station house 
unexpectedly and ordered a fire- 
arms inspection. 

¢ first policeman fn line had 

all .22-caliber revolver, a 

“Hy pistol, of the game type used 
boys to celebrate the Fourth of 
July. No wonder bandits elwaye 
killed policemen and policemen 
never killed bandits in Philadel- 
phia. The thing was silly. The 
Pistol couldn't shoot straight and 
it i did, by some chance, find its 
mark, it couldn't do much dam- 


age. 

Policeman No.’ 2 tn line, had 
a fairly good weapon and as I 
was about to cangratulate hi I 
moticed that the barrel was stuffed 
with a long wooden peg. 

IT asked him why.,

out,” the policeman responded.

He said it with a straight face, 


and it is possible he didn't appre- 


ciate that if he pulled the trigger, 
the weapon would probably have 
exploded in his hand and blown 
his arm off. 

Some policemen had no weap- 
ons; some of those who did have 
revolvers had no bullets In them, 
others were rusty and couldn't 
work at all. 


GUNS INACCESSIBLE 

I found, too, that policemen 
earried their revolvers, such as 
they were, under their long and 
heavy winter overcoats and that 
it took them a long time to find 
them and draw them in emer- 
gencies. In one instance, where 
I made a test, it took a police- 
man fully twenty seconds before 
he got out his “gat’—in a fracas 
with a bandit the polireman would 
not have needed a revolver after 
twenty seconds; a wooden boz 
would have been more useful. 

A thorough investigation and 
inventory was ordered and it was 
found that few men hed reliable 
revolvers. Immediately orders 
were issued to supply the entire 
force of some 4200 men with the 
finest type of standard police-re- 
volvers available. 

The police then were divided 
into groups and taught how to 
use their weapons. 

A special type of speed filvver 
was ordered, and after much strug- 
gie with the City Council, sum- 
client money was appropriated to 
purchase a number of these for 
use as bandit-chasing cars, for 
previously police had to chase 
bandite who operated fast motor 
ears on foot, in dilapidated and 
dangerous motorcycles, or in com- 
mandeered automobiles. 


“SHOOT TO KILL” 

With the police thus properly 
armed, and equipped with some 
means of combatting criminals, or- 
ders to*shoot to kill armed bandits 
were issued. We wanted the score 
reversed. We wanted some ban- 
dits killed by policemen for a 
change. 

Charts were prepared, showing 
the day-by-day crime record. Com- 
parisons with other years and oth- 
er periods were made. When any 
Gistrict had a crime record above 
the average the hours of work of 
the policeman In that district were 
extended from the usual eight 
hours a day to ten, twelve or four- 
teen hours a day, until crime was 
reduced. 

That made policemen more 
watchful and forced them actual- 
ly to do police work, for if. the 
criminals in their district got the 
upper hand, the work of the police- 
men increased proportionately. Po- 
licemen don’t like to do extra work. 


True, we made a lot of notse 
about these plans and others, but 
all with a purpose. We knew that 
a crook is easily frightened. We 
shouted about our plans to frus- 
trate crime and capture criminals 
and the criminals came fright- 
ened and left town, and none dared 
to come in. Crooks like to work 
in cities where the police are not 
on their toes: they don’t care to 
take unnecessary chances in cities 
where the police are after them. 

In those early months, and. as a 
matter of fact, throughout the en- 
tire two years, we had little crime, 
in comparison with the crime rec- 
ords established in the other great 
cities. And, what was more im- 
portant, we cleaned up many of 
them, sending the crooks to 


DRIVE CONTINU BS 

Of course, the vigorous vice and 
rum crusade continued. 

To saloons, speakeasies and 4is- 
orderly houses, we added hotels, 
cafes, clubs and other estublish- 
ments of that kind. We raided 
them as we raided cheap saloons. 
We found, however, that magis- 
trates were reluctant fo issue war- 
rants for hotels and cafes. They 
feared to do #0. Many couldn't 
because they were “tied up” with 
the financial interests which con- 
ducted such places. We also found 


that when we did get such war-

RAIDED 

We raided the political clubs 
in the various wards, conducted 
by the ward leaders for thefr fol- 
lowers—and found drinking and 
gambling going on. ' 

The politicians didn’t Iike this 
sort of activity. 

They soon showed thetr teeth. 
Eagly in March came the first open 
attack from the political organiza- 
tion—the “gang.”

T resented these uttacks and 
called upon the Mayor to protect 
me from the unwarranted assaults 
of as he had promised 
to do.

On the porch was another 
mourner, lacking in power of 
speech, but certainly sensing that 
something was wrong. It was 
Bonita, Burbank’s little dog, the

time. 

Many old-time neighbore called 
at the front door to whisper kind- 
ly meseages to those within. A 
flood of telegrams offering con- 
dolences pured in from all parts 
of the world ag the day wore on. 

Through it all, the widow, Mra. 
Burbank, remained tn seclusion. 
Courageous in the face of death, 
unceasing In her attentions, and 
with but Iittle sleep for many 
days, the strain hag proved too 
much and with the passing of her 
husband she broke down. 


HIGH TRIBUTE PAID 


In announcing the death of 4 
noted citizen today, the Santa Rosa 
Press-Democrat included in ite 
columns the following passage: 

“If the heart of the world could 
be read today, the inecriptior. 
thereon would be, ‘Thank God for 
the life and work of Luther Bur- 
bank.’ 

It was the final tribute of Her- 
bert Slater, editor, a freind and 
counselor of thirty-one years’ 
standing. 

Out of corridors of death came 
another story today to explain 
some of the drama that played 
within the soul of the great «ci- 
entist, Not long ago he attra?fed 
wide attention by his declaration 
that he was an “infidel.” Today 
a newspaper man friend of his, 
Edgar A. Waite of the San Fran- 
cisco Bulletin, revealed that he had 
obtained an interview with Mr. 
Burbank shortly before. his deati® 
to be used only after he nat pensed 
on, tn which the scientist d the 
real reason for his success as a 
plant culturist was a disappoint- 
ment in love many years ago. This, 
he told Mr. Waite, turned his ener- 
gies and his genius into what be- 
came his life's work that made him 
famous.

He declared 
that he was an infidel in the same 
sense that Jesus was an infidel. 
While not believing In the divine 
origin of Jesus the plant wizard 
sald he believed he was one of the 
world's greatest men and teachers. 


SCULPTOR BURNHAM ON

bust of Luther Burbank was com- 
pleted three yeare ago.

Contributing to the Interest and 
significance of the courtmartial are 
the distinguished careerd of the de- 
fendant and his accuser. 

The latter, born in Penneytvania 
in 1881 of Quaker ts who 
gave him the p 1 name of 
Bmediey Darlington Butler, was 
commissioned in the Marine Corps 
in April, 1899. es the World 
War he was commander of Camp 
Brest, France, with rank of brig- 
adier general. Early in 1824 he 
was granted leave-of absence from 
Marine Corps duties to act as direo- 
tor of public safety in Phiiadel- 
phia, where his spectacular meth- 
ods of “cleaning up” the city made 
bim a municipal storm center un- 
til Mayor Kendrick summarily dis- 
missed him last December. 

Ceol Willlams was born in New 
York tn 1877 and was commis- 
sioned in the Marine Corps in Oc- 
tober, 1899. During the war. he 
commanded the Haitian gendarme- 
rie with rank of major-general. In 
Augcust, 19234, he assumed com- 
mand of the Fourth ment, 
which ts the West Coast arine 
expeditionary force stationed at 
San Diego. 

HONORS CHIEF | 
' Later he became commander of 
the marine bese here and when 
Gen, Butler was sent to relieve him 
of that command Col, Williams, 
who reverted to his olf status as 
commander of the Fourth Regt- 


ment, gave a dinner at his Coro- 
ne home in honor of new 
chief.

Wheeler to the students on Oc- 
tober 3, 1899, the date on which he 
first assumed office. After a speech 
in which he gave his greetings to 
the students, and told them of his 


office, the students rendered him 
an ovation of several minutes. Fle 
rose again, and spoke the few 
words that have become famous 
in University of California history: 
“Tt hase been good to be here. IT 
thank you, I thank you, I thank 
you a thousand times for your cor- 
diality and welcome. May we meet 
together in the future often, to 
consult, and arouse our enthusiasm 
together. Now it has been good to 
be here and we will go unto our 
homes in peace.” 

The story of his twenty yeare 
of life and service to the university 
are told In the succeeding series of 
speeches, which include addresses 
delivered at commencement exer- 
clses, and on other occasions of 
importance in university life. 
Among these are: “Effective Liv- 
ing.” delivered to the graduating 
class of 18904; “The Liberal Edu- 
cation:” “We Must be Friends,” 
an address on international rela- 
tions: “Righteous Cuitizenship:” 
“World-Cities;" “Life;” the com- 
mencement address to the grad- 
vuating class of 1919, which was 
hie last address as president of the 
university, “The Last Message.’

PROMINENT MEN 

In the characterizations, distin- 
guished men and women who had 
been awarded honorary degrees by 
President Wheeler, and others 
whose appearance at exercises at 
the university or whose kindness 
or generosity to the college had 
called forth the president's appre- 
clation are delineated briefly. In 
the book eighteen of these charac- 
terizations are made and include 
many distinguished names. At the 
time President William McKinley 
attended exercises at the univer- 
sity in May, 1901, Dr. Wheeler 
conferred the degree of Doctor of 
laws upon him. The charactert- 
zation made at that time is now fn- 
scribed on the al of the 
statue of McKinley which stands 
in front of the mausoleum at Can- 
ton, O., and constitutes his epitaph. 
Others characterized by the pres!- 
dent are: Phoebe Apperson Hearst, 
Theodore Roosevelt, Jane K. 
Sather, John Muir, David Starr 
Jordan and Henry _Morse Stephens.

the press as well as its value to the public 
depended largely upon the effacement of 
such feelings and the substitution of a gen- 
erous policy in dealing with public and pri- 
vate individuals. 

He gave some subtle hints as to the re 
cent attacks upon the administration, say- 
ing quite truthfully that it would be more 
helpful to suggest what ought to be done 
than to find fault with what was being 
done and giving his hearers to understand 
that @ narrow, bitter partisanship could 
not be reconciled with true patriotism. 

None can successsfully challenge the 
truth of these sage observations. Nor are 
they too narrowly restricted in their ap- 
plication. For, though the President would 
be the last man to say that the freedom 
of the press, so closely guarded by the 
Constitution, should not extend to the pub- 
lication of the truth, from good motives 
7 ee justifiable ends, even though it re- 
fleets upon the government and its officials, 
be is altogether right in suggesting that 
constructive criticism is to be preferred 
to that so ruthlessly wielded by our mod- 
ern iconoclasts, who prefer to point out 
what they consider evils rather than their 
remedies. 

Our greatest journalists have stood for 
the principles upheld by the President in 
his admonitions to the press. Charles A. 
Dana told his editors: “Fight for your 


‘ bopinions, but do not believe that they con- 


tain the whole truth. If you find you have 
been wrong don’t be afraid to say so.” A 
journalist should believe that humanity is 
advancing and that the future will be great- 
er and better than the present. If he have 
the private opinion that the country is 
going to the dogs and is constantly reflect- 
ing that opinion in his newspaper, his 
place is not in the editorial chair but in

N HIS LAST GARDEN 

It grieves the great heart of Californis 
te know that the long-patient, industrious 
and eminently useful life of Lather Bur- 
bank, the celebrated natural scientist of 
whom this State was justly proud, has 
drawn .to a close. 
Known throughout the civilized world, 
the name of Burbank was that of one who 
knew more about plant life, ite culture and 
evolution, than any other man, and who 
gave to mankind many new and valuable 
vegetable foods and beautiful fowers. The 
Burbank potato alone—one of his first pro 
ductions, evolved after years of painstaking 
toil—has added millions of wealth to our 
agriculturists and in time will add millions 
more. 
Burbank’s knowledge of the intricate proc- 
eeseg of hybridization was phenomenal, 
and his horticultural methods were as suc 
cessful as they were unique. Plant life 
was plastic to his touch. His work was the 
marvel of government experts, scientists 
and schools, and the many favorable com- 
ments upon it have added to his renown. 
It was well for his brother scientists in his 
line to acknowledge the superiority of his 
achievements, for he stood above them all. 
In the increase of the agricultural and 
floral production of California he led all 
other experimenters. He added to the 
beauty of many @ garden with his ox-eyed 
Shasta daisy, his lovely roses, his pure 
white giant calla and other flowers. He 
originated large and luscious fruits, such as 
the sugar and standard prune, the stone- 
less plum, the “white blackberry,” the 
plumcot, the Burbank cherry and various 
new apples, peaches and other horticultural 
products. He produced a new variety of 
grain known as super-wheat, the largest of 
its kind, and many other grains as well as 
nuts, berries and grasses. 
The man who made this vast contribution 
to our farm and orchard wealth was born 
in Lancaster, Mass., March 7, 1849, and was 
77 years old at his death. He spent his 
eager youth on a New England farm and 
was educated at a small academy in his 
native town. He early showed a passionate 
fondness for naturg and a keen aptness for 
prying into her secrets. After acquiring a 
good knowledge of nursery work, he came 
to California in his twenty-sixth year and 
looked about for a likely place in which 
he might devote his time to horticultural 


experiments. He chose the fertile Sonoma

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Valley as his field, and there he worked 
for over fifty years, patiently, painstakingly, 
secing many a cherished experiment fail, 
and yet all the while adding to his stock 
of plant wisdom, particularly the poasfbili- 
tiles of hybridization and the improvement 
of the quality and food value of fruits and 
grains. ; 


It was not many years before the value 
of his work was recognized by scientists 
as well as by all the people. in Santa 
Rosa, where he lived, he was well-beloved. 
For years the anniversary of his birth has 
been celebrated by festivities in which the 
school childrem joined with their elders in 


ofl! or skin alive all who do not agree with 
him. 

Has he forgotten that this country was 
founded by the Puritans, who came seck- 
ing religious liberty? This hemisphere was 
discovered by an ardent worshiper and 
both the Massachusetts and Virginia colo 
nies were founded by Christians.

disease in congested population 
areas, says Dr. Arthur A. Reynolds, 
for many years city health com- 
missioner of Chicago, who is now a 
guest at the Maryland Hote! here. 
“Without the newspapers,” Dr. 
Reynolds today, “modern 
methods of public heath protec- 
tion would be ‘impossible. They 
are practically the sole agencies by 
which health officials have been 
a@bie to inform and educate the 
public,, and. their. service to the 
*American people in this regard has 
been absolutely invaluable.” 

- One -of.the pioneers of public 
health work in America from the 
time he was elected health com- 
missioner of Chicago in 1893 to the 
present, Dr. Reynolds has been a 
part and close observer of these 
activities, and can speak as an au- 
thority. 

“Mushy food is ruining the teeth, 
Gigestion and genera) health of civ- 
fiized peoples,” Dr. Reynolds de- 
clared, stressing the value of rough 
foods which exercise the jaws. 
stomach and intestinal muscles and 
keep these essential parts of the 
system in a vigorous condition. 

He also deplored the growing 

ractice of bottle-feeding of in- 

nts as a custom which gives 
them a poor start in life, and 
further recommended that chil- 
dren be allowed to go bareheaded 
and without shoes or stockings. 
The common ailments of the feet, 
stomach and throat he character- 
as “national diseases’’ which 
can be largely eliminated by prop- 
er methods applied to children's 


care.
